Say Bills Would 
Nullify Limiting 
Law on Water 


SACRAMENTO, May 28 (#)— 
Legislation which opponents as- 
sert might prevent completion of 
the Central Valley project has 
been passed by the state Senate 
and will go to the Assembly unless 
a motion to reconsider is success- 
ful. 

Companion measures, SB 330 
and 336 by Sen. Bradford S. Crit- 
tenden, Stockton, would nullify-— 
so far as California is concerngd— 
the federal law limiting use of 
water developed by the Federal 
Bureau of Reclamation to tracts 
of 160 acres. 

SB 330 was approved in the sen- 
ate by a vote of 21 to 17. It would 
ban contracts between the bureau 
and irrigation districts ‘which 
shall deprive any landowner of the 
right to delivery of water to any 
of his land.” 

SB 336, passed by a vote of 22 





to 15, would require that con- 
tracts involving the reclamation 
bureau and California irrigation 


districts not be in conflict with 
state laws. 

In effect, it was explained, the 
bills would prevent irrigation dis- 
triets from signing any CVP wa- 
ter contracts involving acreage 
limitations. -

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Subdivision Ordinance Designed fo 
Protect Public, Make City Uniform 


Although attracting a lot of at- 
tention these days, it has been il- 
legal in Upland for the past seven 
years to ‘sell any land by‘metes 
and bounds.” 

What this simply means is that 
no individual lots may be sold in 
the city unless it is part of a sub- 
division and all the city’s require- 
ments for a subdivision have been 
been met. 

Ordinance No. 317, which was 
passed by the council July 18, 
1940, when the late D. J. Cameron 
was mayor, incorporated many of 
the provisions of the Subdivision 
Map Act of the State of California 
which was enacted into law by the 
legislature June 30, 1937. 

There are several reasons for 
clamping restrictions on property 
development, chiefly to protect the 
purchaser and strive for a unifor- 
mity in the, physical appearance 
of the community. 

PROTECT PUBLIC 

According to the language of 
the ordinance it is “to protect the 
public and to the end that all sub- 
divisions of land in the city shall 
conform to the local municipal sit- 
uation and be in harmony with 
physical aspects of the city al- 
ready laid out or as planned.” 

While it is true that in certain 
special cases this law forces some 
unnecessary hardships, the: city 
council now is studying the pos- 
sibility of making provisions for 
some slight variances. In_ the 
main, however, the ordinance saves 
a person from paying a stipulated 
amount for a lot and then discov- 
ering after he’s signed on the dot- 
| ted line that streets and alleys re- 
| main to be put in, that a certain 
portion of the land he thought was 
his belongs to the city and that. 
none of the public utilities were 
included. This would mean addi- 
tional expense and could mean a 
serious financial reverse for home 
| people.

divider before any lot or lots can 
be sold: 

(1) City council must approve 
both tentative and final maps. 

(2) Planning commission must 
see maps first and make its rec- 
ommandations to the council, sug- 
gesting changes to the individual 
subdivider where it feels it neces- 


sary to do so. 

(3) Street and alleys shall be 
established and dedicated as re- 
quired. 

(4) Streets and alleys to con- 
form with others established and | 
dedicated. 

(5) All public utilities and sew- 
ers be placed and maintained in 
such alleys whenever practicable 
to do so. 

(6) Streets, alleys and drain- | 
ways to be property located and | 
of adequate width. 

(7) Curbs be put in or a pro- 
misé to do so received. ! 

(8) Lot and block designs must | 
be satisfactory to the council and 
the size of the lots must conform 
to the requirements of the zoning 
ordinance. 

« While there are more detailed 
provisions, those listed above are 
the major ones and of greatest 
concern to the average subdivider. 

In the event that there might 
be any confusion as to just what 
a subdivision is, the ordinance de- 
fines that also. : 

“A subdivision is any land or 
property divided for the purpose 
of sale whether immediate or fu- ! 
ture, or any land which is offered 
for sale generally to the public for 
homes or dwellings or other like 
or comparable Pyeposes.”

If that is what the 
Soviets have in mind, the purpos- 
es clearly must be one or both of 
these: 

1. To reduce America from her 


‘position as the world’s greatest 


power to one of such e@onomic 
weakness that she no longer would 
be dominant in global affairs. In 
this connection we must note Mos- 
cow's repeated allegations that 
the United States has imperialis- 
tic designs and is trying to en- 
circle the Soviet Union. 

2. To create a condition of 
economic chaos in the United 
States calculated to permit Com- 
munism to take over the govern- 
ment and establish a Soviet. 

Hoover. called for rehabilitation 
of the enemy countries and, to 
{achieve this, urged the United 
States make an immediate peace 
with Japan, and the present plan 
of a temporary centralized Ger- 
man government in the Ameri- 
can and British zones of Germany 
be carried out immediately, sub- 
ject to our military direction. In 
a subsequent press conference the 
former President said he wouldn’t 
regard a separate peace with Ger- 
many and VJap&n as a violation 
of any international agreement.

Defense Fights 
New Charges 


SANTA ANA, May 28 (#)—The 
process of selecting a jury to try 
Louise Overell and her sweet- 
heart, George Gollum, on charges 
of murdering her parents was still 
in the initial stage today, but de- 
fense strategy was assuming line 
and proportion.
